Jackson’s 

wishes 

Will from 2002 filed, 
ex-wife Rowe cut out 


LOS ANGELES Michael Jackson’s 7-year-old 
will was filed Wednesday in an L.A. court, 
giving his entire estate to a family trust but 
cutting out his former wife Debbie Rowe. 

The will, dated July 7, 2002, estimated his 
estate at that time at more than $500 mil- 
lion. It gives the entire estate to the Michael 
Jackson Family Trust. 

The documents said Jackson’s estate con- 
sisted almost entirely of “non-cash, non-liq- 
uid assets, including primarily an interest in 
a catalogue of music royalty rights which is 
currently being administered by Sony ATV, 
and the interests of various entities.” 

His mother, Katherine Jackson, is named 
as a beneficiary of the trust and the guard- 
ian of Jackson’s children, who are named in 
the will. 

Jackson, who died Thursday at age 50, left 
behind three children: son Michael Joseph 
Jr., known as Prince Michael, 12; daughter 
Paris Michael Katherine, 11; and son Prince 
Michael II, 7. Rowe was the mother of the 
two oldest children; the youngest was born 
to a surrogate mother, who never has been 
identified. 

The will names Diana Ross as a successor 
guardian to Jackson’s mother if necessary 

It also names Jackson’s longtime lawyer 
John Branca and John McClain, a music 
executive and a family friend, as co-execu- 
tors of the will. 

Katherine Jackson was granted tem- 
porary guardianship Monday of Jackson’s 
three children. A judge held off on requests 
to control the children’s estates and gave her 
limited control over her son’s troubled but 
lucrative finances. 

Rowe, who was married to Jackson in 
1996 and filed for divorce three years later, 
surrendered her parental rights. An appeals 
court later found that was done in error, and 
Rowe and Jackson entered an out-of-court 
settlement in 2006. 


No Neverland memorial

On the ledge of reality 


It’s a looong way down 
from Sears Tower’s 
new view of Chicago

Three layers of half-inch-thick glass were 
all that separated me from what looked like 
Matchbox cars and tiny people about ioo 
stories below. 

My stomach was queasy and my heart 
pounded. But the view from this glass box— 
about the size of an elevator— was breath- 
taking and terrifying, especially for someone 
who fears heights. 

Welcome to The Ledge, the four new 
enclosed glass boxes that jut out about 
4 feet from the 103rd floor of the Sears 
Tower. The latest addition to the no -story 
high-rise opens Thursday From the glass 
boxes, visitors get a nearly panoramic view, 
from Wacker Drive below and up to 50 miles 
in three directions on a clear day The boxes 
can hold at least 5 tons each, about the weight 


of an elephant, and they can retract into the 
building when the windows get washed. 

The idea to suspend glass boxes 1,353 
feet in the air spawned from all the fore- 
head marks on the glass walls of the 103rd 
floor, known as Skydeck Chicago, General 
Manager Randy Stancik said. Visitors just 
love looking down, so the Sears Tower decid- 
ed to give them an unobstructed view 

On Wednesday, I joined a few lucky wide- 
eyed children and adults to catch an early 
glimpse ofThe Ledge. After see-sawing for a 
few minutes between the carpeted entryway 
and The Ledge’s glass floor, I finally edged 
one foot onto the glass. It was petrifying. 
But after a few more minutes, I shuffled my 
way to the corner of the box. 

Ah, the spectacular view of Chicago laid 
out before me. But the fear still lingered. 
Death was surely below The children sur- 
rounding me thought my fear was quite 
funny 

Adam Kane, 10, and his sprightly young 
companions were oblivious to any poten- 
tial for plunging to the streets below. They 


wormed their way around the glass box, 
streaking the glass with tiny fingerprints, 
and sat comfortably cross-legged on the 
floor. “When I look down, it’s still pretty 
freaky,” said Adam, who ventured to Chicago 
from Alton with his family “My legs, they 
feel like all wobbly It feels like they’re going 
to squish to the ground.” 

Darron Cooper, 30, of Atlanta, crept gin- 
gerly inside the glass box. 

“I’ve got a fear of heights and I’m looking 
straight down,” Cooper said. “It’s an expe- 
rience you can’t pass up. You’ve got to just 
chalk it up.” 

Skidmore, Owings & Merrill LLP 
designed The Ledge, a year-and-a-half-long 
project. Determining how to suspend boxes 
from the top of the tower was a challenge, 
project manager Lou Cerny said. Then there 
was Chicago’s harsh winds, which wouldn’t 
allow workers at times to assemble the boxes 
now suspended by 30 -pound steel beams 
from inside the tower. Cerny had advice for 
the fearful: Just take the first step in. And, of 
course, come back for more. 


CTA tracking feedback via survey 


The CTA launched an online survey 
Wednesday to get feedback from riders 
about the quality of transit service and 
what it would take to get bus and train 
customers to ride more often. The survey, at 


transitchicago.com, runs through July 10. 

CTA President Richard Rodriguez came 
up with the idea for a survey as a tool to 
“make the CTA a more customer-focused 
organization.”

Quinn 

vetoes 

budget 

plan

SPRINGFIELD Gov Quinn 
on Wednesday vetoed a key 
portion of a makeshift state 
budget that was approved 
by legislators, calling it a 
“halfway measure” that 
would fail to fund basic 
services and set Illinois up 
for a wave of lawsuits. 

His action leaves state government without 
a spending plan for the new budget year. That 
endangers the paychecks of thousands of state 
employees and creates a risky financial situation 
for state-funded groups that provide child care, 
drug treatment and other services. 

Lawmakers aren’t scheduled to return to the 
Capitol for further discussions until July 14, roughly 
the same time that the first government paychecks 
would be interrupted by the budget impasse. 

The Democratic governor did not use his power 
to call a special session that would bring legislators 
back to Springfield more quickly 

Illinois faces a record budget deficit of roughly 
$11.6 billion. Quinn says the budget that lawmakers 
sent him would still leave a hole of about $9.2 bil- 
lion, forcing him to slash government spending. 

He argues that restrictions imposed by legisla- 
tors along with federal rules would force him to 
cut most of that money out of the state fund- 
ing provided to local organizations that provide 
human services, such as drug counseling and home 
care for the elderly 

Groups that provide human services praised 
Quinn’s veto and his support of an income tax 
increase to help close the deficit. 

Few legislators, if any, were enthusiastic about 
the budget they approved. But they said it was 
the only option amid intense disagreements about 
whether to raise taxes and where to cut spending. 

The governor tried to reassure taxpayers that, 
for now, state employees will continue working 
and delivering normal services. He urged local 
providers to keep offering their usual services, 
even though there’s no guarantee the state will 
pay them for expenses run up while there’s no 
budget.

Forget traditional summer jobs. An 
18-year-old Chicago man was self- 
made until earlier this week when he 
was arrested by Secret Service agents 
on charges of selling counterfeit 
$100 bills.

Wednesday, Chicago police said. It was 
the second time multiple cars were set 
on fire in the city over the last eight 
days, but the two incidents did not 
appear related. At 3:40 am, a woman 
reported four vehicles on fire in a 
parking lot in the 5600 block of 
North Western Avenue, Chicago 
Police News Affairs Officer Laura 
Kubiaksaid. 

Unions urged to agree 

Mayor Daley and union leaders held 
a news conference Wednesday and 
urged holdout unions to come to an 
agreement to avoid large-scale layoffs. 
Daley met with labor leader Dennis 
Gannon, but three major unions 
representing city workers have not 
yet reached a deal on concessions. 
Citing a shortfall in tax revenues, 

Daley has warned the unions that they 
must offer givebacks, such as unpaid 
days off, or face more than 
1,500 layoffs. 

Flight attendant accused 

A United Airlines male flight attendant 
faces a misdemeanor battery charge 
after a 16-year-old boy accused 
him of rubbing his arm and making 
inappropriate remarks during a flight 
from L.A. to Chicago, police said 
Wednesday. United said in a statement, 
“Our priority is the safety and security 
of all of our customers, and we are fully 
cooperating with law enforcement 
officials on the investigation.” 

Veteran officer indicted 

A veteran Chicago police officer has 
been indicted on a federal civil rights 
charge for allegedly beating a suspect 
during a drug bust on the South 
Side in 2007, authorities announced 
Wednesday. Craig Swistowicz, 38, is 
accused of using unreasonable force 
while detaining Jose Parra. Swistowicz 
has been a Chicago police officer since 
1997. 
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Homicide ED 
tracker

Chicago’s homicide toll for the year surpassed 
200 this week, according to a RedEye analysis of 
preliminary police data. 

Chicago logged 202 homicides for the first 
six months of the year, down from 231 murders 
during the same period last year. 

RedEye’s count, which is based on Cook 
County Medical Examiner findings, includes four 
cases in which automobile drivers have been 
charged with reckless homicide. It does not 
include police-involved fatal shootings. RedEye’s 
analysis found for January through June: 

» 88 percent of victims were male. 

»78 percent of victims were black. 

»44 percent of victims were between the ages 
of 20 and 30. 

» 84 percent of victims were shot to death. 

» Austin, the city’s largest community area, 
has logged 22 homicides, the most of any 
community area. 

» May was the deadliest month, with 49 
homicides. 

Last year, Chicago had 64 murders in July, the 
deadliest month of 2008. tswartz@tribune.com 
Homicides from June 24 to 4 p.m.

NEW YORK A senior member of President 
Obama’s auto task force testified 
Wednesday that the U.S. government will 
not continue to fund General Motors’ 
operations if the automaker doesn’t get 
approval to sell its assets to a new company 
within the next io days. 

“We have no intention to further fund 
this company if the sale order is not 
entered by July io,” Harry Wilson, one of 
the Treasury Department officials oversee- 
ing GM’s restructuring, said while being 
cross-examined by an attorney for a group 
of GM bondholders opposing the sale. 

The No. i U.S. automaker’s government- 
backed plan for a quick exit from Chapter 
ii hinges on the sale plan, which would 
allow it to leave behind many of the costs 


and liabilities that have made the company 
unprofitable in the past. 

The Detroit-based automaker, whose 
June i filing for bankruptcy protection 
was the fourth-largest in U.S. history, is 
hoping to avoid a lengthy court battle 
over the sale. Last month, objections from 
bondholders and other groups dragged out 
rival Chrysler LLC’s hearing on its sale for 
three days. 

The sale hearing, which drew hundreds 
of attorneys, picketing retirees and oth- 
ers to a Manhattan courthouse, kicked 
off on Tuesday with testimony from GM 
President and CEO Fritz Henderson, 
who also cautioned that the automaker’s 
plan could fall apart if the sale did not go 
through by July io.

A person with knowledge of the negotiations says the 
Detroit Pistons have agreed in principle to a contract 
with free agent Bulls guard Ben Gordon. 

The person spoke to The Associated Press on 
Wednesday night on the condition of anonymity 
because NBA rules prohibit teams from announcing 
free agent signings until next week. 

The signing would end Gordon’s Bulls career after 
five seasons. 

Gordon would officially sign the five-year, roughly 
$55 million deal once the free-agent moratorium ends 
Wednesday. 

Gordon’s decision means the Bulls would lose the 
No. 3 overall pick in the 2004 NBA draft and their lead- 
ing scorer for the past four seasons for nothing. The Bulls 
tried to keep Gordon in their long-term plans each of the 
last two summers, watching their five-year, $50 million 
and six-year, $54 million offers get rejected. 

Instead, Gordon would remain in the Central Division 
and face his former team four times. 

“I pride myself on being a professional so it’s not 


like I’ll have any extra motivation when I face them,” 
Gordon said in a recent interview “I get up for every 
game.” 

Gordon met with Joe Dumars, the Pistons’ president 
of basketball operations, and toured the team’s prac- 
tice facility in Auburn Hills, Mich., early Wednesday 
Dumars made clear to Raymond Brothers, Gordon’s 
L. A. -based agent, that signing Gordon was his No. 1 
off-season priority 

Dumars then followed with the formal offer. Even in 
his excitement, Gordon expressed disappointment to 


be likely leaving the city of Chicago and a Bulls organi- 
zation for which he consistently maintained he hoped 
to play 

“I’ve always said since the jump this is somewhere I’d 
like to retire, have a 15-year career, get a couple of rings,” 
Gordon said. “That was my idealistic thing the day I got 
drafted. But you never know in this business.” 

Gordon averaged 18.5 points and shot 41.5 percent on 
3 -pointers in his Bulls career. He became the first player 
in NBA history to win the Sixth Man of the Tear award 
as a rookie in 2005. ap contributed.

In a surprising move, the Blackhawks made a huge splash on the free 
agent market, signing veteran winger Marian Hossa to a reported 12-year, 
$62.4 million contract. 

Hossa, 30, is a four- time All-Star and was the top forward available after 
scoring 40 goals and adding 31 assists in helping the Detroit Red Wings 
reach the Stanley Cup finals. 

The Hawks also signed former Wings center Tomas Kopecky to a two- 
year deal worth a reported $2.4 million. 

“To add Marian, an elite and world-class player, and Tomas, a Stanley Cup 
champion, to our exciting young core reinforces our commitment to try to 
win the Stanley Cup,” Hawks General Manager Dale Tallon said in a state- 
ment. 

The signing means the end of Martin Havlat’s tenure with the Hawks. 
Hossa’s presence and salary made it too expensive to bring back the Hawks’ 
leading scorer last season. 

Kopecky, 27, also spent the 2008-09 season in Detroit. He finished sec- 
ond on the team with 109 hits while posting career highs with six goals, 
13 assists and 19 points in 79 regular-season games.

Taste of Chicago isn’t just the city’s biggest food fest. It’s also 
our biggest love-hate affair. But whether you think io days aren’t 
enough or you won’t go within a mile of Grant Park between 
June 2 6 and July 5, know that there’s life beyond the Taste. These 
spots, all of which have Taste booths, are worth a visit any time. 


Rainbow 

connection

Sabor Latino 

3810 W. North Ave. 773-227-5254 
After 10 years at the Taste and more than 25 in Humboldt 
Park, this no-frills Puerto Rican spot is nearly as well 
known for jibaritos as the Chicago originator of the fried 
green plantain sandwich, Borinquen. The family-owned 
operation has a second outpost in Logan Square (3400 W. 
Fullerton Ave.). 

At the Taste: Spanish steak, onions and rice with pigeon 
peas; steak and onion sandwich; steak jibarito; pork-filled 
banana dumplings 

At the restaurant: The fluffy house-made Criollo bread 
makes any sandwich extra special, but if you want 
something you can’t find in Grant Park, go for one of the 
steaming made-to-order caldos (soups) or an order of came 
guisado ($6.99), a rich stew filled with impossibly tender 
chunks of beef, carrots and potatoes. 


824 S. Wabash Ave. 312-212-1270 

Though Michael Canady’s South Loop shop is a relative newcomer to 
the Taste, it’s already a mandatory stop for anyone with a serious sweet 
tooth. Canady’s Taste offerings are limited to gelati and sorbet, but a trip 
to his storefront, located just a block west of Grant Park, is a chocolate 
lover’s dream. 

At the Taste: Chocolate, blueberry yogurt, tiramisu and peanut butter 
gelati; frutti di bosco sorbet 

At the shop: The gelati are darn good, but Canady’s handmade 
chocolates are the real stars here. Watch them being made in the 
exhibition kitchen, then buy assorted hand-decorated filled chocolates 
such as cappuccino cups, designed to look like tiny cups with coconut 
“froth” on top, by the pound ($35 per pound), or choose a few truffles 
($1.20 each) from the display case. 

Lagniappe— Creole Cajun Joynt 

1525 W. 79th St. 773-994-6375 

With the addition of Southport Avenue’s Blue Bayou this year, the Taste 
has a disproportionate number of Cajun and Creole offerings. But this 
uber-authentic Auburn-Gresham hole-in-the-wall is one worth going out 
of your way for. Last summer, Lagniappe added a seasonal location with 
a limited menu on the Chicago Riverwalk (55 W. Riverwalk South). 

At the Taste: Catfish po’boys; crawfish, corn and potatoes; beignets; 
chicken and waffles; praline ice cream 

At the restaurant: Sure, Lagniappe puts together a mean po’boy, but the 
best eats don’t make the Taste lineup. For a deeper taste of Louisiana, go 
for a bowl of smoky chicken gumbo ($5) and some boudin ($3.95)-the 
rich Cajun dirty rice-stuffed sausage is easily the best in the city. 

Kasia’s Deli 

2101 W. Chicago Ave. 773-486-7500 

Kazimiera Bober’s Polish deli has been cranking 
out much-loved pierogi for more than 25 years. Pay 
a visit to the corner shop in West Town, and you’ll 
see that Kasia’s talents extend to salads and hearty 
ready-to-eat dishes too. 

At the Taste: Pierogi with sour cream; polish 
sausage sandwich; chicken kebab with veggie 
rice; potato pancakes; cheese blintzes with 
raspberry sauce 

At the deli: This place can be summed up in one 
word: value. Don’t miss the Polish sausage dinner, 
sliced kielbasa in tomato sauce with sauerkraut, 
boiled potatoes, onions and peppers ($2.89 per 
pound). At $3.99 per pound (about 80 cents each), 
stuffed cabbage rolls are a steal too. Gotta have 
pierogi? Most savory varieties are $3 for a 14-ounce 
package ($4 for sweet fillings such as blueberry, strawberry and plum). 

Las Tablas 

2942 N. Lincoln Ave. 773-871-2414 

Tight quarters and a BYOB policy were once part of the appeal of this 
lively Colombian steakhouse in Lakeview, but a move to bigger, fancier 
digs and the addition of a liquor license two years ago haven’t killed the 
buzz. There’s a second location in Portage Park (4920 W. Irving Park Rd. 
773-202-0999) and a new empanada-and-coffee spot, Macondo, set to 
open across the street from the Lakeview location later this summer. 

At the Taste: Empanadas; skirt steak with sweet plantain wedges; grilled 
chicken with plantain wedges; plantain chips and wedges 
At the restaurant: The Las Tablas experience means meat and lots of it. 
Find a willing partner and take on the made-for-two picada Colombiana 
($38), which includes grilled entrana skirt steak, carne asada (ribeye), 
pork loin, chicken breast, homemade chorizo, pork ribs and sides.

Shake it up, baby 


The Great Burgerelli is not one to rush blindly 
toward great hype, particularly in matters of burgers. 
So although celebrated California chain Fatburger 
arrived in town in April, I took a few months to pres- 
ent myself at the Beverly restaurant. 

When I finally did make my way to the 1950s 
diner-inspired outpost, I was pleasantly surprised. 
Fatburger is undeniably a chain, but it is no typical 
fast-food clone. Orders take several minutes to com- 
plete, and employees bring your food to your table. 
The whole experience feels more like a pleasant malt 
shop than a McDonald’s assembly line. 

Should you venture to Fatburger yourself, prepare 
for a most unusual degree of choice. Burgers come 
in five sizes, ranging from 2.5 ounces up to a nearly 
unfathomable 24 ounces ($2.99~$9.29). They also 
come with a fine selection of toppings, including fried 
eggs and chili. 

Kanye West is the man responsible for bringing 
Fatburger to Chicago (his company has rights to 
10 local franchises) and the chain seems to have at 
least one thing in common with Mr. West: an ego. 

A neon sign proclaiming “The last great hamburger 
stand” hangs prominently over the dining room— a 
bold claim indeed, given that Beverly’s venerable Top 
Notch Beefburger is just down the road, and, well ... 
let’s get to it, shall we? 


BURGERELLI’S BREAKDOWN 

The burger: Fatburger uses surprisingly lean beef 
for its patties. They are not dripping with juic- 
es or oozing grease, and in fact, they are not ^ 
terribly fat burgers at all. They are, however, 
rather chewy 

The bun: A squishy plain white bun is no 
match for Fatburger toppings. To compensate, 
each burger comes neatly wrapped in paper to 
hold the component parts together. This is a nice 
touch for a refined gentleman who prefers lettuce not 
to tumble from his burger as he eats, but a worthy bun 
really should not require an assist. 

The fixings: Eureka! So this is why they call it Fatburger. 

The standard complement of toppings includes lettuce, toma- 
to, relish, onions, pickles, mustard and mayo, and you are free to add 
cheese, bacon, a fried egg or chili for an extra charge. 

Everything else: Fries come in two varieties: thick-cut fat fries and stan- 
dard skinny fries. I found both lackluster, particularly the skinny fries, 
which had a consistency that indicated a not-quite-hot-enough fryer. 

And thus we arrive at Fatburger’s redeeming offering: shakes. Thick, 
blended just so and capped with a dollop of whipped cream, I found them 
an unexpectedly satisfying addition to an otherwise underwhelming 
menu. 

Burgerelli’s bottom line: If you happen to be in the neighborhood and 
craving a shake, by all means, do stop in.

Chicagoans have sex 73 times a yean On average. According to condom maker 
Trojan. But are we rolling like thunder under the covers or just rolling over? Bad 
news, Chicago: The city’s sexual frequency doesn’t sound so super-freaky com- 
pared to Houston (H-town gets down 101 times a year, claiming the No. 1 spot), 
Atlanta (88 times a year) or even the national average (84). In fact, our scoring 
average of 73 tied for seventh among the 10 largest U.S. cities in Trojan’s States of 
Pleasure survey, released Wednesday 


About two out of three Chicagoans reported 
being satisfied with their sex lives in the Trojan 
survey— below Atlanta’s 73 percent (highest) 
but better than Boston’s 60 percent (lowest). 
Houston? Atlanta? Really? C’mon, Chicago— 
you can do it! And do it now, because folks are 
looking to get lucky this weekend, according 
to Trojan, which said condom sales tradition- 
ally boom over the 4th of July weekend. As for 
fireworks in the bedroom, the people RedEye 
approached laughed and shook their heads in 
disbelief at the Chicago figures, particularly the 
frequency They expressed shock at how low 
the city’s number is on the survey 

“That’s kind of bogus,” said Joseph Sorrell, 
24, who lives on the West Side. “A lot of people 
are not having sex? What’s the world coming 
to?” 

Sorrell, a student, claims he gets busy once a 
day and thinks others should too. “It’s time for 
change,” he said. 

To Blake \bung, 27, an average of 73 times a 
year seemed about right. 

“I have kind of a low sex drive so I’m fine 
with twice a week,” said Tfoung, a bike mes- 
senger who lives in the West Loop. He said he’s 
satisfied with that frequency as long as the sex 
is new and exciting.

Trojan’s survey is just the latest to take a peek 
under America’s sheets, and the findings can 
be added to a pile of competing numbers from 
other companies and magazines. But relation- 
ship experts told RedEye a number is just a 
number— and nothing to be insecure (or smug) 
about. 

The “right” amount of sex for a couple 
depends on the couple and how important sex 
is to their relationship, therapists said. Survey 
data doesn’t paint a complete picture, they said, 
advising couples against focusing on frequency 
findings. Instead, couples should discuss how 
satisfied they both are with the sex they’re hav- 
ing. 

Ilya Rosson, 23, of Lakeview, said he’s “per- 
fectly satisfied” with his sex life. “We are new- 
lyweds so it might be unique,” he said, adding 
with a laugh: “I might have a different answer 
in a decade.”

Lauren Carney, 21, said she doesn’t compare 
herself against survey data such as Trojan’s. “I’ve 
always felt that you can make numbers and stats 
say anything you want,” said Carney, a student 
who lives in St. Charles. 

Trojan conducted its survey online, collect- 
ing data from 1,000 respondents 18 and older 
across the U.S. In addition, 150 surveys were 
conducted among adults in each of the 10 larg- 
est U.S. cities, including Chicago. The margin 
of error on Trojan’s statistics is 8 percent. 

Trojan isn’t the only condom maker spewing 
sex stats. 


The Durex Sexual Wellbeing Global 
Survey, conducted online in 2006, found that 
Americans have sex 85 times a year on average 
(global average: 103 times). But only 48 per- 
cent of Americans said they were fully satisfied 
with their sex lives in the Durex survey, which 
quizzed more than 26,000 people 16 years and 
older in 26 countries. 

Stats bombard people even at the magazine 
rack. Chicago magazine’s July issue reported 
that 16.4 percent of Chicago-area residents 
18 and older have sex in an average 24-hour 
period. 
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Still, Trojan’s rankings for Chicago had some 
locals ready to get, er, take action. After all, the 
survey did note that 62 percent of Americans 
wish they were having more sex. 

Tyler Worrell, 27, of Wicker Park, said he’d 
like to find a steady girlfriend to raise Chicago’s 
frequency rate. He said he falls in line with the 
number from Trojan’s survey, but added that he 
isn’t happy about it. 

“The average is totally unsatisfactory,” he 
said. “It should be double or triple.” newsservices

Tune into 
partner’s 
frequency

Couples often ask whether their sex lives are 
normal, said Richard Carroll, director of the Sex 
and Marital Therapy Program at Northwestern 
University Feinberg School of Medicine. 

His answer: There’s no one rate of sexual fre- 
quency that fits all couples. 

Frequency of sex tells only how often peo- 
ple are doing it, said Joy Davidson, author of 
“Fearless Sex.” It doesn’t provide insight into a 
relationship or what the people involved in it 
really want. 

And frequency isn’t all that matters, Davidson 
said, noting that people can have frequently 
bad sex. Don’t obsess over the idea that every- 
one is getting some all of the time— movies and 
TV shows plant that seed, but sex experts warn 
against buying into it. 

“The dilemma is people have a lot of unre- 
alistic expectations about sex,” Carroll said. 
“People have a lot of myths about sex, and 
certainly the media presents a distorted view 
of sex. I think all of that can breed feelings of 
insecurity and inadequacy” 

What matters most is that couples be upfront 
about what they want, therapists said. It’s up to 
couples to decide if they’re having enough sex 
and how important sex is to the relationship. 
Sex itself doesn’t always equal happiness. 

Frequency can decline over the course of a 
relationship. Things can start hot and heavy 
and taper off as the relationship matures, 
but that doesn’t necessarily signal a problem, 
Carroll said. 

However, a sudden or dramatic drop-off in 
sex frequency can be a red flag for other prob- 
lems, including stress, depression, emotional 
difficulties and sexual dysfunction, he said. 

If one partner is dissatisfied or wants sex 
more than the other, he or she should talk about 
it— but remember to keep things positive and 
open, therapists said. 

When one partner feels there’s a drop in 
frequency, it can trigger insecurities about the 
love or level of attraction in the relationship, 
Carroll said, insecurities that cause people to 
react angrily rather than talk it out. The result- 
ing resentment or guilt can be an added barrier 
to having more sex. 

“The alternative is to bring it up at a time and 
place where both people are in a good state of 
mind, ready and able to talk about the issue 
without anger and blame and each person being 
able to express what it is they want,” he said.
